Regents  Recognize 
Years  of  Service 
By  Two  Presidents 


Three  unique  features  climaxed 
the  Golden  Anniversary  com¬ 
mencement  exercise  of  the  College 
held  on  May  24. 

A  portrait  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Jones, 
president,  was  unveiled;  the  Union 
building  was  named  the  “J.  W. 
Jones  Union  Building;”  and  the 
gymnasium  was  named  the  “Uel 
W.  Lamkin  Gymnasium.” 

These  unexpected  features  came 
after  the  presentation  of  127  de¬ 
grees.  The  oil  painting  of  Dr. 
Jones  was  presented  by  Everett 
W.  Brown  on  behalf  of  the  faculty, 
to  Judge  M.  E.  Ford,  chairman  of 
the  Board  o£  Regents. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  por¬ 
trait  be  hung  in  the  Union,  in  hon¬ 
or  of  Dr.  Jones’  18  years  of  ser¬ 
vice  here.  10  years  as  president. 

Judge  Ford,  in  his  acceptance 
speech,  announced  the  naming  of 
the  Union  in  honor  of  Dr.  Jones 
and  the  gymnasium  in  honor  of 
Uel  W.  Lamkin,  president  emer¬ 
itus,  who  served  as  president  of 
the  College  for  24  years. 


The  graduate  record  examina¬ 
tion  for  graduate  students  will  be 
given  on  Saturday,  June  23,  in  the 
auditorium  ot  the  Administration 
building. 

All  graduate  students  enrolled 
in  the  College  this  summer  who 
have  not  taken  the  examination 
previously  are  required  to  take 
the  aptitude  section  of  the  Grad¬ 
uate  Record  Examination. 

The  nationally  standardized  ex¬ 
amination,  administered  by  the 
Educational  Testing  Service  of 
Princeton,  New  Jersey,  Is  design¬ 
ed  to  provide  the  student  with  help 
in  determining  his  needs  and  np- 
titude  for  graduate  study.  It  is 
also  useful  to  the  graduate  faculty 
in  counseling  and  guiding  gradu¬ 
ate  students.  Many  colleges  and 
universities  utilize  this  service  in 
their  graduate  program. 

A  fee  of  $3.00  Is  being  charged 
for  the  administration  of  the  ex¬ 
amination.  This  fee  is  payable  in 
the  business  office  prior  to  the  ex¬ 
amination  date.  Entrance  to  the 
examination  will  be  by  receipts. 

Dr.  Koerble,  Counselor  of  Stu¬ 
dents,  declares  that  the  examina¬ 
tion  is  not  to  be  feared,  and  that 
because  of  its  broad  scope,  prep¬ 
aration  for  tile  examination  will  be 
of  little  value.
